TWIN FALLS - The school district 
won’t have trouble passing a levy next 
month if hustory is any indicator. 

At least 70 percent of voters have 
approved the 10-ycur levy every time it 
has come up for renewal since it origi- 
nated in 1958, school district special pro- 
jects manager Carl Snow told 77>c Times- 
News editorial board Wednesday. Snow 
was superintendent of ihu Twin Falls 
School District when it last pu.ssed the 
levy in 1988. 

Hie district has begun its campaign to 
urge voters to support the levy on Fob. 
10, and Snow addressed the Rotary Club 
curlier on Wednesday. 

If pas.scd, the new levy would contin- 
ue the 40-yeur-old pallern of annual 
percent increases over the current le%-y 
amount.

approval to puss the levy. The number 
of votes need is based on ibe amount of 
the district's debt - about $11 million. 
The district’s building and property 
value is estimated at more ihan-SlOO 
million. 

The levy goes into the district’s plant 
facility fund and accounts for most of 
that budget, which also includes state 
revenue and other local revenues such 
as from the U.S. Forest Service. Idaho 
iaw allows the district to spend (be 
money in a variety of areas including 


building maintenance, improvements, 
computers and .software, land purchases 
and vehicle purchoses and maintenance. 

School district records show by Dec. 
31, expenses from the plant facilities 
fund included more than $100,000 on 
computers. $16,180 on photo copiers, 
more than $324,000 on building 
upgrades and $17,500 on real estate. 

'liie district docs not iise the levy to 
budget for basic building maintenance, 
Snow said. Other areas of the biidgL-i 
will be hit if it does not pass, even 
ibougit the levy is only a small portion of • 
thedistrict’s lotalbudgei.

"Favorite prey includes all types of- 
rodents, rabbits, birds, grasshoppers and . 
water^welling criners such as crayfish, 
frogs and fish. They can be persistent 
stock'killers, raising particular havoc 
with sheep. 

Big game can suffer from coyote 
depredation, especially if the herd is 
small and has low reproduction. As with 
any omnivore, coyotes olso depend heav- 
ily on carrion. 

Fruits, nuts ond berries ore favorite 
foods when meat is scarce and they have 
a surprising predilection for watermel- 
ons. 

Coyotes breed in January and -i 
' Febhiary. They normally male for life, i 
but if one is killed, the other' will select a 
new mote.

typically in April. The father remains 

outside and brings food home for the 
lacmnng mother and her pups. Weaning 
cakes place in about two months, as both 
' parents feed their young with regurgi- 
tated, partially dif^ted food. 

Coyotes normally have five or six 
pups, but litter size can dn>p to a few or 
none when conditions ore harsh.- Even 
though the female has been, bred, she - 
' aborts her young or they die' of starva- 
dan. 

About eight to 10 weeks after birth, 
the pups arc taken on hunting expedi- 
tions and caught how to catch prey by 
the parents.
